It says the bombardment of the Rus 


sions silenced the Bulgarian ms and 
laid the town in ruins, the shied suf- 
fering heavily. 

The Russians then, according to the re- 
port, landed infantry and artillery with 
out loss, ; 

A Russian cruiser and two destroyers 
accomplished the destruction of the city 
and troops from sixteen transports which 
they were convoying were lande i. This 
force. it is declared, is eufficient to hoid 
the town against Buigatian attack. 
Means Big Allied Victory. 

Should the capture.of Varus prove true, 
it would mean that the oft repedted m- 
tention of the Russians t land on Bu- 
garian soil, either by way of the Danube 
river or on the Black sea coast, to take the 
Bulgarians and Turks and their Teutonic 
allies on the flank, has been accomplished. 


| [The Bulgarian port of Varna ta on 
the Black sea, d few miles south af 
the Roumanian border, it ie a reil- 
road terminus. On several occasions 
since the beginning of the Tewtonic 
drive through Serbia it has been re- 
ported that the Russians would attempt 
an invesion of Bulgaria from the sea, 
and it has been said forces were being 
concentrated for this purpose at Odes 
sc. Previous dispatches reporting Rus 
sien naval demonstrations before Varna 
or Burgas, presumably preparetory ta 
an effort to land troops, were not borne 
out subsequently. ] 
Greeks and Bulgars Clash. 

Two other events of tmportance marked 
the news from the Balkans. The fore- 
most is the frontier fighting between the 
Greeks and Bulgarians. This is more 
than a mere skirmish, according to dis- 
patches received tonight. No details were 
given out, but it is believed here the clash 
presages serious consequences. 

It is known Bulgarians have been anx- 
jous to join In the march on Saloniki, and 
jt is believed these ra. ds by the Buigarians 
have been for the purpose of forcing 
Greece's hand. 

According to à dispatch from Ameter- 
| dam. more Bulgarian troops are intrench- 
ing at several points along the Serbo- 
Greek frontier, Austro-German troops 
continue to move toward the border, a

„The premier’s speech is deplorably 
lacking in any attempt to justify the

Carson Launches Attack.

Asks Pertinent Question. 

No the withdrawal from two fronts 
is hurled at the nation as if it were a 
kind of victory. Why were the men left 
in the kind of hell on Gallipoli between 
August and December, thousands being 
lost, while somebody was making up his 
mind whether the men ought to be left 
there or not? 

The three attacks by Carson, Dillon, 
and Redmond are regarded as the open- 
ing guns in a tremendous rising of public 
sentiment. The public—so much was evi- 
dent today—does not share the offi- 
clal view that the withdrawal of the huge 
allied army for another field of opera- 
tions was a deliberately planned and 
successfully executed move.

Asquith Plea for Men. 

Premier Asquith, in his long expected 
statement on the allies’ military position, 
declared that although the British fight- 
ing forces in the various theaters now 
amount to more than 1,250,000 men, the 
war's demands were such as necessitated 
calling out the empire’s “ recruitable | 
maximum.” , 
The premier’s statement of the need of 
the army for every fit man included 
a warm tribute to the overseas soldiers, 
and he took pains to mention particularily 
“the men eager to be attested who have 
made application from far distant places 
—Hongkong, Rhodesia, California, add- 
ing: 


This has been a commentary on the 
lethargy of some of those here at home. 
No more splendid exhibition of patriotiem 
and self-denial could be conceived or one 
more calculate tto carry conviction to 
the hearts of all our gallant allies.’ 
Referring to the Derby scheme, Mr. 
Asquith said the report only reached him 
yesterday and that any statement re- 
garding the government policy must be 
deferred. He indicated, however, that 
another chance would be given those who 
had not yet responded, saying:

Need Men to Win War. 

Summing up the government's war pol- 
icy, Mr. Asquith said:

We want further such a 
stewardehip of the economic resources of 
the country as will enable us to litt and 
carry the financial burden which we are 
called upon to bear in behalf of ourselves 
and our allies.

OUR VERBOTEN. . 
The American verboten is a more active and vig- 
orous prohibition than the German. It is not blunt- 
ly displayed. It is not a curt and peremptory com- 
mand. Therefore the fiction that it does not restrict 
a free people as the Germans are restricted. That 
is the fiction. The truth is that American life is 
governed by repression to an extent that few people 
in continental Europe could understand. | 

The German verboten operates to prevent the 
individual from doing something which, if he did it, 
would materially lessen the privileges of other indi- 
viduals, would infringe upon their rights, invade 
their peace, or disturb their enjoyment, 

The assumption is thet conduct must be governed 
so that a community will be able to get the greatest 
amount of pleasure out of orderly processes neces- 
sary for the well being of a community. It is not 
permitted that an individual, because it suits his 
need or pleasure, should take liberties with the needs 
or pleasures of others. Thus verboten becomes a 
rule to courtesy and to consideration 
community rights. 

The American forbidden“ does not seek defi- 


relied upon 


tion of individuals that they may do as they like. 
That is not quite true, inasmuch as we have build- 
ing laws, sanitary laws, traffic laws, etc., but it is 
true to the extent that an American, if he be nat- 
urally inconsiderate, can take astonishing liberties 
with the rights of other people, and it is true, fur- 
thermore, that whenever his will to do a thing is 
checked even by law, bis im Is to resent it and 
try to find a way of evasion. 3 

The American forbidden is vigorous and active 
not when the prohibition is designed to protect gen- 
eral rights but when it is intended to repress the 
individual in matters which properly concern only 
himself, It is moralistic and not materialistic re- 
straint. It endeavors to substitute compulsion for 
character. It substitutes the will of determined mi- 
norities for the will of individuals composing the 
unorganized and helpless majority. 

There is one fresh incident which illustrates the 
whole scheme. The United States Supreme court 
has held that the act of congress prohibiting the 
transport of prize fight pictures from one state to 
another is valid. The impounded films of the. Wil- 
lard-Johnson fight cannot be released. 

Congress decided that it must be verboten to per- 
mit prize fight pictures to be seen. That was the 
practical result of the act forbidding the shipping of 
the pictures from one state to another. It is not 
permitted the individual to decide whether he wants 
to see them or not. That is not allowed within the 
range of his moral decision, It is verboten. 

This is only an incident and probably an urim- 
portant one. The career of American citizens will 
not be affected much whether prize fight pictures be 
shown or not. But as a part of a whole scheme 
of government it is important,

ISTRICT SUPERINTENDENT 
ALLISON of the Chicago schools 
thinks we have been too sweep- 
ing in our classification of below- 

normal children. in consequence

In the second place the treatment given 
is not ‘est for that subnorMal, although 
ft is proper for the group.

Primarily, every child two years behind 
the grade proper for his age should be ex- 
amined. He is retarded. The question 
is why is be retarded? It may be because 
he is a recently arrived foreigner and 
started late in his schooling. It may be 
that the cause is a mental or a physical 
defect, or it may be bad environment, or 
something else. 


— 
Unless the reason for the retardation is 
plain, the mentality of the child should 
be tested by the Binet-Gimon test or some 
similar test. Prof. Allison insists that 
the finding of that test should not be ac- 
cepted as final. It is to be regarded as 
evidence. i . 
To it the evidence of teachers and of 
home visitors is to be added and on the 
three items decision as to the classifica- 
tion of the child and its physical, mental, 
and social treatment ‘is to be based. In 
this opinion he agrees with Prof. Holmes 
of Pennsylvania college and with Prof. 
Sidis of Harvard. * 
A certain percentage will fall into Prof. 
Allison's sixth group—the defect!ive—the 
noneducable, This group includes the 
morons, the idiots, and imbeciles. While 
Prof. Allison does not treat of this group 
since in theory tn the Chicago system 
these are in institutions, we must not ac- 
cept the statement that they are non- 
educable or nontrainable too literally. 


— 
An 11 year moron must not stop tram- 
ing at a nine year development. Prof. 
Goddard goes so far as to advocate spe- 
clal work for morons and other higher 
grades of feeble mindedness and training 
the subjects for that work. 

In the Chicago teste 8 per cent of the 
1,265 children were defectives and 11 per 
cent were on a border line between this 
group and the group above. Dr. Kohn of 
the bridewell thinks (hat this border line 
group should be carefully studied and 
treated, each according to the decision in 
the particular case. 

The Binet-Simon test is the best single 
test for these border line cases, but it 
will mislead if not supplemented by study 
of the sociology of the Individual and his 
environment.
